DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 4-8, and 1 0-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 recites, "receiving, by the recording medium player and from an external 
server, playback control information for the auxiliary contents data, the auxiliary 
contents data related to audio/video (A/V) recorded on a recording medium, the 
playback control information including address information for indicating a location of 
the auxiliary contents data, and attribute information, the attribute information including 
separate values for indicating an image type and an aspect ratio of the auxiliary 
contents data, the image type being one of "square" and "non-square" and the aspect 
ratio being one of 4:3 and 1 6:9," and the aspect ratio being one of 4:3 and 1 6:9," which 
is unique feature not disclosed by prior art. 

Claims 4-8, 10-13, and 24-25 are allowed because they depend either directly or 
indirectly on claim 1 above. 

Claim 14 is allowed for the same reason as discussed in claim 1 above. 

Claims 1 5-23 and 26-27 are allowed because they depend either directly or 
indirectly on claim 14 above.
